‘‘In essence, the danger lies in 
the rapid and progressing shift 
of the world balance of power 
against America and all the West. 
It is not the military balance only 
that is shifting. It is the political 
balance, as oné can see in Suez 
and in Singapore and indeed in 
almost every vital region of Eu- 
rope and Asia and Africa. It 
would have needed great and 
costly and very painful efforts to 
reverse this trend of the power 
balance. If those efforts had been 
demanded by the President, con- 
cord could never have been re- 
stored: to us; but they were not 
demanded. 

‘‘There is the heart of Dwight 
D. Eisenhower’s enormous gam- 
ble. If it comes off, he will be 
remembered as one of our great- 
est Presidents. But if the gamble 
fails, the cheers in San Francisco 
will look decidedly premature in 
the harsh light of history.”’ 

If the above statements are 
true,—and I have no idea whether 
they are or not,—but if they are 
true, would Eisenhower’s “mili- 
tary genius’”’ be of much value?

Politics, Politicians 
Need More Religion 


I doubt if most Christians would want the 
pulpits of their churches to be sounding boards 
politics. The church, as such, should “s 
be above partisan feelings in all fields except where moral or spiritual 


for 


matters call for a strong, sure voice of the Christian conscience. 


Yet, in no sense, should the 
Christian layman avoid political 
thought and activity saying per- 
haps ,with a shrug of his shoul- 
ders, that the political field is 
unchristian or any way unworthy. 
Just the opposite should be true. 

Christians, as Christians, should 
get into politics with the genuine 
conviction that Jesus Christ ought 
to guide, inspire and determine 
our concern for goverament. And 
all of us cherish those noble 
Christian statesmen of . both 
parties who have become in- 
volved in politics and, as Chris- 
tians, have’never divorced their 
faith from the “practical” con- 
cerns of party organization. 

I think all thoughtful persons 
sincerely resent those narrow 
partisans who somehow think 
that God fights on their side or 
who feel that their party has 
a priority on godliness. No blust- 
ering political argument, how- 
ever heated, will ever make God 
into a ward heeler of any party. 

But Christians, as Christians, 
should speak the right word and 
offer the moral witness in terms 
of our political life.

Bricker Amendment 
Gets a Body Blow 


WASHINGTON—Buried in an innocent-looking 
paragraph in the Republican national platform is 
one of President Eisenhower’s most significant 


party victories. It reads quietly. It encountered no controversy when 


it was approved by the resolutions committee in 
which leading Republican senators were serving. 


But no more important and no 
more precise a proposition has 
ever been embraced in a political 
platform in fewer words. 
words are these: 


“We maintain that no treaty or 
international agreement can de- 
prive any of our citizens of con- 
stitutional rights.”’ 

There it is and if it means 
anything—and I have talked with 
no one who does not agree that 
it means a very great deal—it 
means that the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration has dealt a body blow 
to any Bricker-type amendment 
which would restrict the treaty- 
making powers of the President 
and the Senate. 

It means that the Republicah 
Party is now publicly and ex- 
plicitly committed to the propo- 
sition that a Bricker-type amend- 
ment—there have been about 20 
different versions before the Sen- 
ate since 1951—is unnecessary and 
pointless since, as the platform 
declares, “no treaty of interna- 
tional agreement can deprive any 
of our citizens of constitutional 
rights.”’ 

It means that Republican sen- 
ators who honor the commit- 
ments of the platform, will not, 
at least for another four years, 
support any move to curtail the 
treaty-making authority of the 
federal government under the 
guise of. “protecting’’ constitu- 
tional rights.

School Snarl

Carroll. County’s school dispute 
appeared to be resolved Monday. 

The State Supreme Court tied up 
the remaining loose end of the 
problem by ruling that the county 
board of education could withdraw 
its plea in the casa 


The litigation began when a 
group of Carroll County taxpayers 
alleged in a suit that the county 
board had failed to meet certain 
agreements with the State School 
Building Authority. 

Plaintiffs sought a mandamus to 
force the county board to convey 
deeds to certain land to the build- 
ing authority and to have plans 
and specifications for a new school 
drawn up. 

The Carroll Superior Court grant- 
ed the mandamus, but would not 
certify a bill of exceptions which 
would have allowed the board of 
education to carry the case to the 
Supreme Court. The board, how- 
ever, sought and won a mandamus 
from the Supreme Court requiring 
the court to certify the bill of ex- 
ceptions to bring the case before 
the high court. 

In the meantime, the board de- 
cided to drop its plea to the high 
court. Records at the State School 
Building Authority Monday showed 
the county board had conveyed the 
required deed to the authority and 
had reported it was having the 
necessary plans and specifications 
prepared. * 


Presbyterian 
Cites Child’s 
Security Need 


Modern society is not giving 
today’s children the four basic 
things they want out of life—se- 
curity, adventure, appreciation 
and affection—a leading Presby- 
terian churchman said here Mon- 
day. 

Dr. Taliaferro Thompson, mod- 
erator of the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church, U.S, 
told a meeting of the Women of 
the Church of the First Presby- 
terian Church that children need 
more than physical, economic 
and psychical security. 

Citing the importance of these 
forms of security that come from 
understanding parents and a lov- 


ing home, Dr. Thompson said a 
child must know there is “‘a pow-| 
er of love and goodness’’ behind | 
the universe. 

He said adventure in the form | 
of a chance for achievement and 
recognition for achievement are 
two basic needs of every person, 
youth or adult. 

The need for affection—loving 
and being loved—was the fourth 
of Dr. Thompson’s basic needs. 
He said that if any of these de- 
sires are denied the child he will 
react by either retiring and re- 
fusing to face life, or becoming 
aggressive and fighting life. 

Dr. Thompson concluded that 
the only way these needs can be 
given a child is by the combina- 
tion of loving and understanding 
parents and a close contact with 
God as the only lasting security 
and love.

The Atlanta field office of 
the U.S. Commerce Depart- 
ment said the region’s 17.6 
per cent advance topped that 
of the nation as a whole by 
4.2 per cent. 

Production in Georgia rose 
from 4.2 billion kilowatt hours 
in the first half of 1955 to 4.8 
billion this year. Tennessee 
led with a gain from 11.4 bil- 
lion to 14.6 billion. Next in the 
Southeast came Alabama, 
which registered a rise from 
10.8 billion to 12.7 billion.

Like the Setting 
In a Ring 


“My daddy-in-law always said,’’ observed Alvin ‘Todd, “that a 
late spring brings on an early fall.” 

Where we were standing beneath an apple tree at the edge 
of Big Creek the air felt sharp and cold and we shivered a little 
as if that early fall had arrived. The creek murmured coolly of 
winter time and there was something about the smell of the 
apples, those reddening slowly in the. branches overhead and those 
rotting on the ground, that was as wintry as Christmas. 


“It frosted here June 3,”’ went on Mr. Todd, looking out 
across his fields to where the sun rested like a ball of molten 
gold in the crotch of a mountain. ‘‘Wouldn’t be surprised if we get 
our first fall frost middle of September instead of the first of 
October.’’ 

‘‘Oh, and lose all these flowers!’ cried a woman visitor sadly. 


Mr. Todd smiled. ‘‘Hardly seemed worthwhile planting ’em, 
did it?’’ he inquired. 

The idea that Alvin Todd might not plant dahlias at all was 
too silly to consider for a moment. For stretching out before us 
like a gaudy patchwork quilt acres of dahlias of every conceivable 
color and combination of colors caught the last rays of the 
setting sun. 

The Todd dahlia farm between now and the first killing frost 
will be one of the major sights in the north Georgia mountains. 
Not all of the 50,000 tubers which he planted last June have come 
into flower yet. Thousands of pale green, satiny buds are only 
beginning to unfold. 


But for those of us who count half a dozen blooming plants 
a show, Mr. Todd’s farm is something to see. Only the pure in 
heart and the persevering ever find that field of dahlias nestled 
down next to Big Creek in Gaddistown district with the mountains 
enclosing it like the setting in a ring. The Todds live two or three 
miles from the highway at the end of a winding, rocky little road 
that allows for breath-taking glimpses of scenery and one-way 
traffic. 


And it's a good thing. Otherwise the Todds would never get 
the milking done or supper set out on Sunday night beoause of the 
visitors. The entire family has to pitch.in and conduct guided 
tours over the fields as it is. This may be a protective measure 
to keep the visitors from trampling down the beautiful crop and 
hauling off armloads of blooms, but I believe it’s mainly that the 
Todds enjoy showing off the dahlias themselves, telling their 
names and lifting the heavy, velvety blooms to better reveal 
their faces. . 


Alvin Todd plants dahlias as many mountain farmers plant 
corn and cabbages. (He also plants corn with such success that 
for 10 years he has been a member of the 100-bushels-to-the-acre 
fraternity and will next year claim a diamond-studded pin.) As 
other farmers dig potatoes he digs dahlia tubers to sell. The only 
difference is that for him dahlias have personality. 

“What do you think of Juanita as a name for this one?” he 
asks, lifting up a scarlet beauty. ‘‘Does she look like Juanita to 
you?” 


He has propagated dozens of new varieties and named them 
for relatives, friends, neighbors and even visitors. (There's an 
entire press section of dahlias named for Atlanta newspaper 
photographers and reporters!) 

And when he wearies of a variety, out it goes. 

“I get tired of looking at ‘em now and then,”’ he said, sipping 
cold fox grape juice which his daughter and son-in-law harvested 
from the vines down in the alders by the creek. “I figure if I get 
tired of one, other folks might, too. So I get to work on something

Toned muscles can help you to 
feel trim and slim as you lose 
bulky pounds. Regular exercise 
restores live tone to the figure 
controlling muscles. The rule on 
summer slimming exercise is 

. don’t get up steam. In hot 
weather the idea is to get rid of 
heat, and exercise generates 
heat which must be dissipated 
into the atmosphere. High hu- 
midity doesn’t favor evapora- 
tion, so on muggy days, take 
easy stretching and contracting 
exercises, holding the move- 
ment. 

First, a stretch to pull the fat 
from the waistline, ribs and 
wishbone. Standing an inch or 
two from the wall, left side to- 
ward wall, left arm raised and 
against wall. Stretch muscular- 
ly from below the waist, reach- 
ing up higher. Pull all 


along the left boundary line as 
you s-t-r-e-t-c-h. Repeat slowly 
three to four times, keeping the 
stretch long and smooth, then 


slowly releasing the movement. 
Change sides and repeat. 


Now ... put the action on the 
in-pulling muscles of the abdom- 
inal girdle: Lie on back on floor, 
knees bent, soles of feet flat on 
floor. Raise hips just slightly 


off floor and tilt them up to the , 
right, pulling in forcibly with the | 


side-front muscles and h-ol-d to 
a slow count of six, 
gradually. Swing hips back to 
center, tilt hips toward the left, 
pulling in forcibly and again 
h-o-l-d to count of six, releasing 
slowly. In this movement, 
the strong in-pull plus the hold- 
ing that is toning ... not the 
swing of the hips.

Industrial expansion estimates—so startling, at’ times. that 
they appear to defy credibility—frequently are proven most con- 
servative. 

For example, the Southern Assn. of Science and Industry 
predicted at last year's Southern Governors’ Conference that 
Dixie wouid gain some 10.000 new manufacturing plants of all 
sizes and types during the next 10 years. 

That’s an averaye of 1,000 new plants a year. 

Monday, Gov. Orvai Faubus of Arkansas, 


chairman of the 
conference subcommittee on sc lence and industry, told the as- 
sembled governors in White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., ‘‘We are 


aetually exceeding that pace. 


“During the first six months of this year we added more than 
290 important new plants in the South.”

And this figure, he declared, does not include many small 
umits that will become important in the years ahead. (Up-to-date 
figures are maintained by the New Plant Reporting Service 
established by SASI at the request of last year’s conference.) 

Monday’s report, prepared by SASI in cooperation with the 
subcommittee, emphatically declared, ‘These figures very defi- 
nitely refute the suggestion that racial fansion might discourage 
the location of new industries in the South.”’ 

This, it added, “is merely wishful thinking on the part of the 
South’s competitors and has no basis in fact.’ 

The governors also were told that “perhaps the most im- 
portant trend in the industrial development of the South today is 
the increasing emphasis on highly technical activities’’—elec- 


tronics, aircraft and guided missiles, nuclear energy and chemi- 
cals.
